J****- He was bom in Saratoga com tv, N. T„ 
Dec. SS. 1804, and flret (peached at Weston, 
CL, and afterword at Orringtim. Me. From 
here he was nailed to the chart* at the Pres¬ 
byterian Church of Onondaga Valley, N. Y., 
which mntinoed Dam 1841 to 1848, when 
the relation, which hod been a happy one to 
both pastor and people, was dimolrod to en¬ 
able him to aaanme tbe editorial management 
of tha Religions Recorder, a Preabytartad ^aper 
at SynAun Ha position here enabled him 
to take * prominent part tn extending Preaby- 
terjMlan in Central and Western New lark. 

' The Recorder wo* Anally merged In tbe 
New York Aixmyeligi and Mr. Hdui woe for 
a year or two connected with this paper. 
During this time he won greatly our respect 
by hie good Judgment and Christian spirit. 
In I860 he removed to Blnomfleld, N. J. Here 
be hoe since resided, never regaining antfl 
drat health to enter or lively npen Urn 
ministry, bat always in warm sympathy with 
the effort* put forth to attend bis Master'* 
kingdom.—XH A*ngeU*t
